The public have pulled some 5500 
million out of their mattresses since 
the'start, of the economic stabiliza¬ 
tion plan last July, according to 
Treasury' and the. Bank of Israel 
estimates.- Senior government 
sources said yesterday that this fi¬ 
gure included sums that had-been 
held both locally and abroad. 

Accordmg' to these sources, the 
movement of former black dollars 
■into the economy is likely to con¬ 
tinue in the next few months. They 
said most of the money was now 
being invested in government bonds. 
Money-that had been kept in short¬ 
term deposits and certificates of de¬ 
posit (Tapas), is now being used to 
purchase the bonds. 

But the sources are concerned that 
if no addition at investment outlets 
were found soon, the.public might 
change its behaviour again. In par¬ 


ticular, officials are worried that the 
public will turn to foreign invest¬ 
ments. “This could cause all the 
sums saved (in the balance of pay¬ 
ments) by the drop in international 
interest rates and oil prices to be 
invested abroad,” one source said. 

To prevent a flow of money over¬ 
seas, the Treasury is giving private 
firms permission to issue bonds tot¬ 
alling $450m. more than approved 
by the ministerial economic commit¬ 
tee last March. 

So far, the flow of savings into the' 
economy, which totalled NTS 350 
mUli.on last month, has been 
absorbed successfully, largely be¬ 
cause of increased investment in 
government bonds, but also by in¬ 
creased tax collection. 

According to sources tax collec¬ 
tion has been unprecedentedly high, 
going up to as much as NIS 200 
million in a day.

A proposal for Egyptian — 
backed Palestinian self-rule in 
tbe Gaza Strip was raised last 
week by Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak in a meeting 
with King Hussein at Akaba. 
informed sources said yesterday. 

The proposal was made recently 
to Egyptian officials in Israel by a 
group of pro-PLO Palestinians from 
East Jerusalem and the territories, 
the sources said. The idea was also 
raised by former Gaza mayor 
Rashad a-Shawa in a recent meeting 
with Mubarak in Cairo. 

The proposal reportedly calls for 
the establishment of Egyptian con¬ 
sular services in East Jerusalem, the 
re-establishment of the Palestinian 
legislative council that existed in the 
Gaza Strip under Egyptian rule and 
the opening of an Egyptian bank in 
the area. 

The proposals are apparently a 
response to the recent Jordanian 
harassment of PLO activists in Jor¬ 
dan and the West Bank, following 
the suspension of political coopera¬ 
tion between Jordan and the PLO. 
PLO supporters in the territories 
have in recent weeks avoided going 
abroad through Jordan, preferring 
to leave through Ben-Gurion air¬ 
port. 


The proposal is reportedly sup¬ 
ported by members of the PLO’s 
political branch. Other sources indi¬ 
cated that the proposal might have 
been initiated by key PLO officials 
a* a means of exerting pressure on 
Jordan. 

According to well-informed 
sources Hussein reacted “politely 
but negatively" to foe proposal in his 
meeting with Mubarak but was in 
fact angered by the idea. 

Though Egypt had been non¬ 
committal about the idea, it had 
considered it important enough to 
raise with Jordan, the sources noted. 

The Kuwaiti al-ItihaJ newspaper 
reported Iasi week foal Mubarak 
had raised a-Shawa’s proposals with 
Hussein. Mubarak, the paper wrote, 
said Egypt was prepared to support 
Palestinian self-rule in the Gaza 
Strip under Egyptian rule. 

The paper said that a-Shawa had 
been told by Mubarak that Egypt 
would agree to the plan on condition 
that it was approved by the PLO. 

Prime Minister Peres recently in¬ 
dicated that Jordan would like to 
play the dominant role in any politic¬ 
al arrangement in the West Bank 
and. even more so, in the Gaza Strip. 

Israel has not yet discussed the 
proposal and will not do so unless foe 
plan has Jordanian blessing. 


Delegates meet late into night 


Israel, Egypt strive 
to end Taba impasse

The Israeli and Egyptian delega¬ 
tions to the Taba talks in HerzJiya 
were locked late last night in a final 
effort to reach a solution to the 
dispute over the vital“question" that 
foe arbitrators of foe border dipute 
will be asked to answer. 

Observers considered it unlikely 
that the sides would reach a settle¬ 
ment, in view of Egypt’s inflexibility 
and unwillingness to seriously con¬ 
sider a number of compromise for¬ 
mulations proposed by the head of 
the U.S. delegation to the talks. 
Judge Abcahara Sofaer. 

The observers thought that 
Sofaer. the legal adviser to the State 
Department, might soon embark on 
a round of shuttle diplomacy be¬ 
tween foe two countries ro hammer 
out a compromise. Alternately or 
simultaneously, Israel's and Egypt's 
leaders will have to consider possible 
concessions on the formulation of 
foe question in order to make com¬ 
promise possible. 

As things stood last night, the 
Egyptian delegation was expecred ro 
return to Egypt today, with a new 
■ round of talks scheduled to rake 
place, probably in Cairo, in a week 
or two. 


There was talk yesterday that 
Judge Sofaer might try to re-submit 
to Egypt a compromise proposal 
whereby Israel and Egypt would 
agree \o the arbitrators, once 
named, themselves determining the 
"question" that would be posed to 
them. 

Over the past two days, according 
to foe Israeli sources. Egypt and 
Israel have made considerable prog¬ 
ress towards agreement on selecting 
candidates for the international 
arbitration panel. It is understood 
that the principle of selection has 
been agreed and that the candidates 
being considered are not Americans. 

Wolf Bli/zer adds from Washing - 
ton: 

Minister-without-PortfoIio Ezer 
Weizman yesterday emerged from a 
meeting with Secretary of State 
George Shultz reassured about 
America’s commitment to streng¬ 
thening the Israeli-Egyptian peace 
treaty. 

But Weizman cold reporters that 
he had no firm date on Shultz's 
possible return to foe Middle East. 

Weizman said that resolving foe 
Taba dispute - the focus of his talks 
with Shultz - was but the first step on 
the road to strengthening IsraeJi- 
Egyptian relations. 


Building surge in South Lebanon

Waldheim makes plea 

for fight against anti-Semitism 




VIENNA. - Presidential candidate 
Kart Waldheim, under attack for bis 
role in the German army in W orld 
War II. yesterday condemned Nazi 
war crimes and urged fellow Au¬ 
strians to fight anti-Semitism. 

In a major campaign speech Wal¬ 
dheim rejected as a smear a series of 
revelations over his army service 
during the brutal Balkan campaign 
of 1942-44. 

“Just because I so emphatically 
condemn what happened odder the 
Nazi regime. I firmly reject the 
smears that have been directed 
against me and our people in the last 
few months." he told a rally at a 
Vienna hotel. 

The main spokesman of the Con¬ 
servative People's Party , which sup¬ 
ports Waldheim, Michel Graff, ac¬ 
cused the World Jewish Congress of 
pulling strings in the U.S. Congress. 
The House of Representatives on 
Tuesday called on Attorney-General 
Edwin Meese to speed up a decision 
on a recommendation to bar Wal¬ 
dheim from the U.S. 

“The stronger such foreign in¬ 
terference becomes, the more the 
run-off becomes an act of patriotism 
and Austrian self-respect." Graff 
said in a statement. 


Hurvitz and Shoval launch 
new version of old Rafi party

But Chaim Herzog, Shimon Peres 
and Teddy Kollek who were Rafi 
members rejoined the Labour Party 
in 1969, while Hurvitz and Shoval 
moved to the right and into the 


Likud. When Peres reminded Hur¬ 
vitz that Rafi stood for Reskimdt 
Poalei Yisrael (the Israel Workers 
Party) Hurvit 2 jokingly rejoined that 
it stood for Reshimat Pe'ilei Yisrael 
(Israeli activists party). 

With massive portraits of Ben- 
Gurion and Moshe Dayan in the 
background, Hurvitz and Shoval 
outlined a programme of etatisme 
(puling the interests of the state 
before the party), economic conser¬ 
vatism and pragmatic hawkishness. 
Both warned that Israel was only at 
the beginning of its process of econo¬ 
mic recovery and that the continua¬ 
tion of the national unity govern¬ 
ment was essential for its comple¬ 
tion. 


Foreign Ministry fears influx 
of ‘Peres people’ after rotation

Rotation fever has hit the Foreign 
Ministry. The staff committee 
yesterday sounded a public alarm 
over what it fears will be a mass 
transfer of Prime Minister's Office 
personnel to senior Foreign Ministry 
posts when Shimon Peres and 
Minister-without-Portfolio Ezer 
Weizman move to the ministry next 
October.

NH- 
sim admitted the proposed legisla¬ 
tion would create serious inequities. 

The education levy and the one¬ 
time tax on pensions were to have 
yielded some $40 million during the 
fiscal year. The levy on private cars 
wall bring some S50m. 

Most coalition MKs opposed the 
new taxes. During yesterday’s meet¬ 
ing Peres harshly criticized tbe MKs 
for their failure to pass some of the 


new taxes and economy measures 
tabled by the government. _ 

Peres’s statement came is reptyto- 1 
a remark by coafltion chairman MK - 
Sarah Doron (Likod-Liberais). who 
said tbe government should cuius 
own spending before asking for 
approval of new taxes. “No.other 
government has cut as much as this 
present one,** Peres responded. He 
then urged the MKs to pass all 
pending legislation. ,*T wifi no£ be : ; 
prime minister of an inflation-ridden 
country,” he said. 


In his speech yesterday, Waldheim 
said: "The Nazis caused immeasur¬ 
able suffering for the Jews through¬ 
out Europe, and among our Jewish 
fellow citizens in Austria, from which 
many were forced to Oee or were 
murdered in concentration camps." 

A GaDup opinion poll published on 
Tuesday put Waldheim ahead by six 
points, with 53 per cent supporting 
turn compared with 47 per cent for 
Socialist candidate Kurt Steyrer.

Politicians of all parties have ex¬ 
pressed fears of a growth of anti- 
Jewish sentiment in Austria,' and 
prominent members of the Jewish 
community, numbering abont 
10.000, have reportedly received 
piles of hate mail.

Nablus mayor

Israel has about 7.000 people registered as 
blind. Strangely, some may be able to read, since 
the legal definition of blindness, which differs 
from country, to country, includes people with a 
limited field of vision or some other visual disabil¬ 
ity. 

Only 150 are war veterans, Siegel said, counter¬ 
ing a widespread belief that many case of blind¬ 
ness have resulted from war injuries. 

Most of tbe blind are also elderly, since four of 
the five main causes of blindness are illnesses 
associated with old age. Thus about 60 per cent of 
those registered as blind are over the age of b0, 
according to Nurit Noy. Migda) Or's Jerusalem 
area coordinator and the official in charge of 
research and development. 

* But she believes there are many more elderly 
blind people who are unknown to the authorities, 
and who do not receive the treatment and benefits 
to which they are entitled. There is not enough 
awareness among educators of the specific prob¬ 
lems that the eJderiy blind face. They are often 
“too old and tired” to learn to adjust to their 
handicap, she said. 

Israel has an advanced approach to rehabilita¬ 
tion compared to other western countries. Siegel 
said. Treatment here begins earlier in a Wind 
babv's development thanln the U.S., for exam¬ 
ple.' 


Migda I Or runs a vocational rehabilitation 
centre near Haifa, where the blind are taught to 
adapt to their handicap and eventually to return to 
the work force. It also develops individualized 
rehabilitation programmes to be used at home. 

Migda] Or has trained rehabilitation workers in 
the administered territories, where there is grow¬ 
ing awareness of the problems of the blind. Siegel 
said. A number of these professionals will be at 
the conference, which will have simultaneous 
translation into Hebrew, Arabic. French and 
German. 

Local architects and city planners do not take 
the problems of the blind sufficiently into account, 
he said. “Stop signs placed at head level and 
telephone booths which do not have a base which 
can be detected by a blind person's stick are 
examples of obstacles which may be hazardous." 

But traffic lights with auditory or tactile signals 
have been developed here. A number of traffic 
lights in Haifa and Jerusalem emit a buzzing or 
whistling sound when it is safe to cross the road, 
and lights with vibrating buttons are now in tbe 
experimental stage. 

People often don't realize what can present 
problems for those who cannot see. Siege! added. 
“For instance, sidewalks blocked by parked cars 
can present an obstacle or even a safety hazard foT 
the blind."

“We are in a very serious situa¬ 
tion,” Education Minister Yitzhak 
Navon told the Knesset Education 
Committee this week. "We take 
comfort from the level of the Techn- 
ionand the Weizmann Institute, but 
we don’t see what's happening lower 
down. We’re teaching physics with 
chalk and blackboard.” 

Asked why no Israeli scientist is 
among the winners of the Wolf Prize 
to be awarded on Sunday at the 
Knesset. Navon said that some 
Israeli researchers have had their 
work rejected by international jour¬ 
nals because they had used outdated 
equipment. 

Navon has raised money from Di¬ 
aspora Jews to purchase laboratory 


equipment, but Vardim claimed that 
none had filtered down to the 
schools. 

“He has publicly said that he has 
S50.Q00 to give to schools, but I 
haven't heard of any school that has 
received money." Vardim said. 

Vardim said that not a single ma¬ 
jor item on the list of laboratory 
supplies that he had submitted last 
year was purchased, and that broken 
equipment sat unused for lack of 
money to repair it. 

“Money was found last month for 
one instrument because it was 
needed for the metriculation exam.” 
he says. “Til get equipment next 
year, because I'm taking baJf of the 
S2.000 that comes with the Weiz- 


mann award and using ir for the lab." 

Vardim illustrates the problem of 
attracting teachers by using his own 
salary as an example. After 40 years 
of teaching, he earns a gross monthly 
salary of NTS 1.064 (the take-home 
pay is about half that). 

He is paid SIS 52 for the 50 hours 
a month he spends as head of his 
department, supervising teachers, 
scheduling exams and organizing the 
lab. Vardim bolds an M.Sc. in phy¬ 
sics and education and has held va¬ 
rious university positions in curricu¬ 
lum development. 

“Students of mine can earn twice 
my salary with a bachelors degree 
after five years even in a 
government-owned industry.” he 
said.

crucial conclusion is that Israel ought 
to have a parliamentary committee 
capable of hearing secrets, and keep¬ 
ing them, for the sake of ensuring 
genuine democratic supervision of 
foreign and security affairs. 

If no committee members leaked, 
one could then hope that govern¬ 
ment would respect the committee, 
treat it seriously and give it fuller 
information. 

As things stand today, a cabinet 
minister will always be more forth¬ 
coming with a veteran and trustwor¬ 
thy reporter, than he is with the 
Knesset’s, gfestigioiis commit- 
tee. Tbe same reporter also has an 
advantage over the committee mem¬ 
ber because he can cross-check with 
more than one cabinet minister, 
whereas the Foreign Affairs and De¬ 
fence Committee hears only one 
minister at a session. 

Objective, in-depth discussions 
are fairly rare in the Foreign Affairs 
and Defence Committee, which 
serves regularly as a mini-Knesset, 
taking up political debates which 
started elsewhere. 

The committee’s numerous sub¬ 
committees work much more 
seriously than the parent body,, 
studying reports and drafting prop¬ 
osals. Nevertheless, the sub¬ 
committees encounter many obsta¬ 
cles in their day-to-day contacts with 
the ministers and the civil servants. 

From time to time, Likud men on 


the committee grumble - but not for 
attribution - that the committee is 
not effective enough because the 
Alignment's Abba Eban is its chair¬ 
man. Were Eban not such a busy and 
sought-after ex-minister, he would 
prohably devote more time to tbe 
committee. But in Israel's political 
system (and probably elsewhere) the 
distribution of committee chair¬ 
manships is a matter of match¬ 
making between a man who has to be 
given a post, and a post needing a 
man. The moment Eban's party had 
no seat for him in the cabinet, the 
amount of time and energy he would 
Have available lor ■ tbe riext free job 
was not the party’s prior considera¬ 
tion. 

In any case, given that the chair¬ 
manship of the Foreign Affaire and 
Defence committee was the Align¬ 
ment’s fief this time. Eban carries 
more authority than any other 
Alignment man on tbe committee 
would carry as chairman. 

The “old school tie” principle" 
works similarly at the sub-committee 
level. Senior DDF officers pay much 
closer attention to questions from 
the former IDF chief-of-general- 
staff Rafael Eitan than to MK “X"; 
and Foreign Ministry chiefs take 
comments from ex-ambassador 
Simha Dinitz more to heart. 

The committee obviously benefits 
by having five former cabinet minis¬ 
ters: Eban, Zevulun Hammer 


(National Religious Party): Sara 
Doron and Pessah Grupper (Ukud- 
.Liberals): 1 and Yigal CoheD-Orgad 
(Likud-Herut). 

Rafael Eitan (Tehiya) an ex-chief- 
of-general-staff, when not distracted 
by political duelling, is one of the 
committee's most active and useful 
men. 

In its constant tug-of-war with the 
defence establishment, the Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee has 
generally turned out to be weak at 
the knees. 

But in its struggle with the defence 
establrekmem-oyer the amendments 
to the SfilitaryTustice Law, thecom- 
mittee dug in its heels and got away 
with half a loaf, when the" defence 
establishment did not want to give 
away so much as a morsel. 

Tbe committee as a whole, and its 
younger members especially, should 
draw a moral from that, and start 
tackling the defence establishment 
more persistently and more often. 
Over one upcoming issue, the crea¬ 
tion of a sub-committee to study 
Israel’s medium and long-term de¬ 
fence policy, toe committee will 
have to strike out a new path. It can 
only do that by resolving from the 
stafr that it wfil not let toe sacred 
defence establishment cows con¬ 
tinue to roam free and unchecked.

In a comment on toe three-part series. Foreign Affairs and Defence

Defiant Botha says raids are ‘first instalment’ 


JOHANNESBURG (AP). - Presi¬ 
dent P.W. Botha yesterday warned 
Africa's cross-border 
raids this week were just the "first 
“J^hnent" in the campaign to crush 
Jhe African National Congress 
(ANC) guerrilla movement. 

Defying a wave of international 
condemnation, Botha told the 
rowed-race chamber of parliament 
in Cape Town that the government 
“has the will and capacity to break 
the ANC." 

Earlier, Deputy Foreign Minister 
Louis Nel told reporters in Pretoria 
that security forces killed two ANC 
guerrillas and may have killed or 
wounded two more in the strikes on 
Monday. 

But ANC spokesman Tom Sebina 
said earlier yesterday that no ANC 
members were killed or wounded in 
the attacks in Botswana, Zambia 
and Zimbabwe. He said no ANC 
members remained in Botswana, 
and that the target struck by South 
African planes in Zambia was a UN 
refugee camp, with no ANC resi¬ 
dents. 


He acknowledged that the sub¬ 
urban house and downtown office 
hit by the South African raiders in 
Harare, the Zimbabwe capital, were 
ANC premises. But Sebina said the 
residents learned of the expected 
attack and left ahead of time. He did 
not disclose details, but Zimbabwe 
President Robert Mugabe bad also 
suggested there had been a warning. 

The raid left three dead: A Bots¬ 
wana soccer player shot dead by 
ground troops and a Zambian and a 
Namibian in the Lusaka air strike.

Two Libyan bombing suspects 
retract their confessions 


ANKARA (Reuter).-Two Libyans 
denied in court yesterday that they 
attempted to bomb a U.S. officers' 
club in Ankara last month, though 
one said his target was American 
cars parked outside. The other de¬ 
nied any involvement. 

The indictment says both Ali el 
Ejefli Ramadan and Rajab Muhtar' 
Tartauni were caught near the club 
on the night of April 10 with a bag of 
fragmentation grenades. 

Both men repeated allegations, 
first made when their trial in the 
state security court opened on May 
13, that statements by them acknow¬ 
ledging an attempt to blast the dub 
bad been taken under torture. 

At the resumption of the trial 
yesterday, the two also denied ever 


meeting Libyan consul Ait al- 
Zayyani, named on Tuesday as a 
defendant by prosecutor UIku Cos- 
kun.

Calls for Sakharov’s release 
in W. Germany, UK, Austria 


LONDON (AP). - British legisla¬ 
tors, the West German government 
and 21 Austrian parliamentarians 
yesterday appealed for the freedom 
of Soviet dissident Andrei Sakharov, 
as scattered protests marked the 
65th birthday of the Nobel Peace 
Prize-winning scientist. 

Amnesty International also 
pleaded for his freedom. 

Sakharov was banished in January 
1980 to internal exile in Gorky, 420 
kilometres east of his home in Mos¬ 
cow, after he criticized the Soviet 
military intervention in Afghanis¬ 
tan. He was long active on behalf of 
Soviet political prisoners. 

West German officials denied a 
report in die mass-circulation news¬ 
paper Bild that negotiations were in 
progress for an East-West prisoner 
exchange that could indude Sakhar¬ 
ov. 

Three of Britain’s most influential 
daily newspapers, the liberal Guar¬ 
dian, toe right-of-centre Times of 
London and toe Daily Telegraph 
included Sakharov in their daily list 


of birthdays, which run to about 20 
names. 

In London, an all-party group of 
65 members of the House of Com¬ 
mons and the House of Lords urged 
Gorbachev in a letter to allow 
Sakharov to resume normal life “in a 
place of his choosing, whether in 
Moscow or at a university or institute 
abroad." 

The Britons also called for an end 
to restrictions on Sakharov's wife, 
Yelena Bonner. 

Bonner, in the U.S. for medical 
treatment, spoke in New York Citv's 
Town Hall on Tuesday evening in a 
tribute to herself and Sakharov, and 
said that her husband is a quiet 
person who has been forced by cir¬ 
cumstance into his role as "the spir¬ 
itual leader of our time.** 

Bonner, who received a standing 
ovation, ducked reporters' questions 
following the speech. But Andrei 
Semyonov, her son, said his mother 
was “worried about what is going to 
happen to both of them ‘when she 
returns to Gorky."

Labour is already the largest sing¬ 
le party in parliament and is ex¬ 
pected to raise its number of seats 
from 47 to 55. 

W ith Labour sharing power, the 
heyLgovernment could restructure 
the Netherlands' often contentious 
commitment to Nato. The Labour 
Party opposes the deployment of 
Nato nudear missiles approved by 
Lubbers. (Reuter, AP)

Reinforced Aswan dam bomb-proof, experts say 


ASWAN (Reuter). - Egyptian authorities have 
reinforced the Aswan High Dam on the Nile, 
shoring up the giant concrete structure against 
earthquakes or bombs. 

“It is quake-proof and all the studies show it is 
safe," pronounced Salah Shihab, chairman of the 
dam authority. “It can even withstand bombing." 

Fortunately, the 104-metre-high dam. com¬ 
pleted by Soviet engineers in 1970. has never been 
put to the test against bombs. But alarm bells rang 
when Aswan, a business centre and resort of 
750,000 people, was shaken bv mild tremors in 
1981. 

Authorities feared a strong quake could destroy 
the dam and endanger millions living along the 
Nile, the lifeline of Egypt. 

A dam burst would unleash a massive torrent of 
water from the 5.000 sq. km. Lake Nasser and 
could threaten Cairo y00 km. downstream. 

A study ordered after the tremors reported last 
month that a big shock was unlikely and that even 
in the event of one. the Sib. dam would withstand 
it. “But we are not taking any chances.** Shihab 
told Reuters. 

Shihab said the dam. which has a hydro-electric 
plant generating half the power for Egypt's 50 
million people, could withstand an earthquake of 
up to 12 on the Richter scale. 


The tremors five years ago registered 5.2, 
damaged buildings in Aswan and sent rocks 
tumbling into the river, nearly blocking the power 
station's water outlets. 

Shihab said the recent $8.4m. study, funded by 
Egypt and the U.S. agency for International 
Development, showed Aswan risked tremors up 
to 7.0 at toe worst. 

Shihab said safety measures installed since 1981 
included a network of 13 seismic stations to give 
advance quake warnings. 

A concrete-and-rock “safety belt" has been 
built as a shield against mines, underwater attacks 
and tremors. Engineers are now completing a 
SI-5m. project to remove boulder debris and 
widen the shoreline. 

“We have our own devices to detect any 
sabotage operations." Shihab added. 

No such attacks have been reported, but offi¬ 
cials recall that when a Libyan pilot defected to 
Egypt in 19S4 with his warplane, authorities said 
he had been trained to bomb the dam. 

Egypt and Libya have been at odds since 
Muammar Gaddafi came to power in Tripoli and 
nearly went to war in 1977. 

The Aswan area is well-protected by Egypt's 
armed forces, and anti-aircraft barteries around 
the dam are visible from the air. 


The history of toe High Dam has symbolised 
political and diplomatic changes in Egypt. 

The U.S. refused to finance the initial project 
and President Gama! Abdel Nasser turned to 
Moscow. When the first stage was completed in 
1964, the Soviet leader Nikita Khrushchev came 
to Aswan and hailed it as a lasting symbol of 
friendship between the two countries. 

A big monument to Soviet-Egyptian ties en¬ 
dures at toe dam - despite Cairo's switch to the 
U.S. as a superpower ally under Nasser's succes¬ 
sor Anwar Sadat. 

However, American engineers have been called 
in to replace Soviet turbines in the hydro-electric 
plant. Officials said toe Soviet turbines were build 
to last 20-30 years but had cracked after just four 
years. 

The first two of 12 new American-made stain¬ 
less steel turbines went into use this month and the 
others will be installed over the next four years in a 
Si00m. scheme funded from U.S. aid. 

Shihab rejected suggestions the dam had 
harmed fanning. On the contrary, he said, it had 
helped fanners by regulating the flow of the Nile 
and saving Egypt from drought. However, 
drought further south had caused the river's flow 
to drop drastically in the last six years and a third 
of Egypt's arable land would have been 
threatened without the dam, Shihab said.

U.S. envoy to 
Vatican won’t 
discuss his 
Libyan trip 

ROME (Reuter).-The U.S. ambas¬ 
sador to the Vatican who resigned on 
Tuesday, denied yesterday he was 
forced to step down and declined to 
discuss a controversial meeting with 
Libyan leader Muammar Gaddafi 
earlier this year for which he was 
officially reprimanded. 

The State Department announced 
the resignation of William Wilson, 
71, a convert to Roman Catholicism 
and personal friend of President 
Reagan, who became ambassador in 
1984 when full diplomatic ties were 
established with the Vatican. 

At a news conference at the U.S. 
Embassy, Wilson declined to answer 
many questions by reporters con¬ 
cerning the trip to Libya in January, 
saying it had already been discussed 
in Washington. 

Wilson caused a furore in 
Washington when it was disclosed 
that he had secretly met Gaddafi at a 
time the Reagan Administration had 
accused Libya of being behind toe 
terror attacks at Rome and Vienna 
airports on December 27. 

The State Department later said 
the trip had not been authorized and 
that Secretary of State George 
Shultz had reprimanded Wilson.

NEW YORK (AP). - Italy has told 
the U.S. Central Intelligence Agen¬ 
cy that the lone terrorist survivor of 
the December attack on the Rome 
airport has implicated Syria in toe 
mission, the New York Times re¬ 
ported yesterday. 

The newspaper, quoting unnamed 
American officials, said Mohammed 
Sarham told his Italian captois that 
Syrian agents had trained him and 
accompanied him on a journey from 
Lebanon to Damascus. 

There, Sarham and his colleagues 
were told of their mission to attack 
toe Rome airport, the newspaper 
said. 

Syria provided the group with 
passports and money and arranged 
transportation to Belgrade, which 
became the jumping off point for 
Rome, the Times reported. 

American officials said the Ita¬ 
lians took Sarham's account serious¬ 
ly but had been able to corroborate 
only certain parts, toe newspaper 
reported. 

The officials told the Times toe 
U.S. believed Sarham had been 
acting under orders from Libya until 
President Reagan was given the in¬ 
formation about toe possible Syrian 
connection two weeks ago. 

Intelligence agencies still believe 
that Libya was involved in the Route 
and Vienna airport raids on Decem¬ 
ber 27. but now also believe Syria 
played at least as large a role, the 
Times reported.

In accordance with an order signed by the Minister of Energy and Infrastructure, 
consumers will be credited with deposit moneys in the hands of the gas companies, not 
later than the account for gas supplied in March and April, 1986. 
in order to simplify things for gas consumers connected to a central tank, in consultation 
with consumer organizations the Ministry of Energy and Infrastructure has decided to 
replace the system of advance payments with a new, simple, clear system for calculating 
amounts due. 

• In line with the order, the gas companies may make a 3.5% per month financing charge. This 
interest win be calculated on half the number of consumption days, in the period between two 
.successive readings of the meter, plus the number of days between the last reading of the meter 
and the day by which the account is fo be paid (as noted on the account). 

• The interest rate mil be adjusted from time to time, in fine with current interest levels. 
Announcements of the interest rate will be published.

What does a kid think when he lies 
in bed sucking his thumb? “He prob¬ 
ably feels very lonely.

YOSKE GILAT. Al Hamishmars 
Negev correspondent for nearly 20 
years, retired recently and returned 
to the kibbutz he helped found, 
where be will become curator of its 
archives. 

Gilau 75. began his lifelong asso¬ 
ciation with Hashomer Hatzair 
when, as an 21-year-old orphan, he 
joined the movement's youth group 
in his native Poland. 

In 1955- Gila: and his wife. RaheJ, 
moved to Israel. Initially they lived 
in Kfar Sava and worked as day 
labourers. His journalistic instincts 
were first tested in 1936. w hen Gilat 
began free-lancing for Hashomer 
Hatzair's monthly? 

“I’m especially proud of the com¬ 
mentary' I published regularly on ibe 
fanners’ right-wing paper, imagine 
writing that because fruit-pickers eat 
oranges on the job. it’s all right to 
pay them a pittance!” he said. 

When World War II broke out. 
Gilat was required to serve. “No¬ 
body really wanted to go.” his wife 
recalled. “We were in fact pacifists, 
but this was the decision. Yoske's 
name came up first.” 

“This was the only time I didn't 
volunteer,” Gilat added. But he con¬ 
tinued his journalistic activities 
while serving in the British Army. 
After duty in the Second Company 
of foe East Kent Regiment, foe 
Buffs, he joined the Jewish Brigade 
and reported for its newspaper. 

During this same period, Gilat 
and his wife found the time in 1941 to 
help establish Kibbutz Gat in the 
northwestern comer of the Negev. 
There, he strengthened his commit¬ 



ment to the ideals of Hashomer 
Hatzair. 

IT WAS ONLY in 1%7 that Gilat 
became a full-time reporter for Al 
Hamishmar and moved to Beershe- 
ba. coming home to the kibbutz on 
weekends and holidays. 

He remembers foe early days of 
expansion, “when factories were 
built and development towns 
grew... and there was talk of turning 
Beersheba into a metropolis with 
250.000 people.” But in the second 
decade of his Negev assignment, 
after foe Likud rose to power in 
1977. Gilat said he saw a “turning 
away from the Negev and to non¬ 
productive settlements in Judea and 
Samaria. 

Gilat is sad; feeling that foe Negev 
is doomed to stagnation. He said he 
sees no vital role today for a journal¬ 
ist in the area. Sensationalism is now 
the order of the day. and this is not to 
his liking. 

When Gilat came to Beersheba in 
1967. he joined other reporters his 
age: Herbert Ben-Adi of The Jeru¬ 
salem Post , Mordechai Arzieli of 
Ha’aretz, Meshulam Ad of Davor, 


Nisim Tuito of Yedioi Ahuronot. 
Nahum Sneh of Itim and Shlomo 
Givon of Ma'driv. Today, there is a 
new roster of young, headline- 
driven people who. Gflal said, do 
not share his wider vision of the role 

of the journalist. 

“The journalist must report objec¬ 
tively but also comment and be in¬ 
volved. A journalist must see things 
critically.” he said, adding that a 
reporter should be a mouthpiece of 
the region he covers for political, 
social and economic matters. 

SIMILARLY. Gilat and his wife are 
not happy with the way their world i> 
developing; they believe the second- 
generation lacks commitment. Giliu 
anended the Mav 1 demonstration in 
Haifa. “We were 15.WI but the 
media reported 5.000al most. And 1 
saw very few from the kibbutzim. 
One of them only sent six grand¬ 
mothers and their six grandchildren. 
Maybe that generation will follow 
ours,” he said. 

He also laments the rise in enme 
in Israel, saying. “Once, even tn Tel 
Aviv nobody locked doors. Today, 
even on the kibbutz we lock them." 

For the moment. howe\er. Gila: 
wants to rest for two weeks before 
beginning his new occupation ai kib¬ 
butz archivist. Rahel. who is very 
happy that her husband is ftnal(> 
home, noted that he could rest for 
much longer, since he had accumu¬ 
lated a year's worth of vacation time. 

But he has not quit journalism. "1 
was asked to carry on writing special 
profiles of kibbutzim, conferences 
and events, and I will.” he said.

Tournament 
sparks unrest 
in Me xico

STAGING THE upcoming World 
Cup Soccer tournament in Mexico is 
generating controversy in inis eco¬ 
nomically rroubled country'. 

Mexico is in the midst ot its worst 
economic crisis in decades. Some 
critics claim the tournament found a 
home here, after Colombia with¬ 
drew for financial reasons in 196 j. to 
provide an expensive circus for a 

disgruntled population. 

Most recentlv. thousands left 
homeless bv ihe earthquake last 
September have turned the World 
Cup into a symbol for their cause. 

“\Ve don’t "‘ant the World Cup. 
we want homes" and ' We want 
beans, not goals" are common pla¬ 
cards now fn their demonstrations. 
Some of the homeless threaten to 
camp out in the massive parking lots 
of Aztec Stadium, site for the open¬ 
ing and championship games, if their 
problems are not resolved. _ _ 

There is speculation the minimum 
wage will be raised in May. just 
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before the tournament starts, to 
keep workers happy as international 
attention focuses on Mexico. 

Felix Fuenres, a political col¬ 
umnist in the newspaper Ovaciones, 
wrote that Mexico was awarded the 
World Cup “under heavy (financial) 
obligations that explain why Col¬ 
ombia sent away the bloated Fifa.” 

Fifa is the acronym for the inter¬ 
national Federation of Association 
Football, the governing body for 
international soccer. 


The Mexican government says no 
public funds are being spent for the 
World Cup. which is being put 
together by a private sector organiz¬ 
ing committee led by the private 
Televisa television network. 

The conservative weekly Impacto 
said that usually the World Cup 
“brings with it a period of euphoria 
and everyone gives himself over to 
the great event. 

“Here in Mexico that has not been 
so. One senses and one feels concern 


for what will come after," the maga¬ 
zine added. 

The magazine Proceso, which has 
carried several commentaries on the 
World Cup, deplored the commer¬ 
cialization of the tournament, noting 
that on television, “even those who 
don’t like soccer wiD have the World 
Cup at all times on any channel." 

A total of 52 games will make up 
the World Cup tournament at 12 
stadiums in nine Mexican dries from 
May 31 to June 29. (Associated Press) 


Soccer finals to boast unprecedented security 


MEXICAN AUTHORITIES have 
bunched an unprecedented security 
campaign to protect visiting teams, 
officials and fans at the World Cup 
soccer finals. 

Armoured cars with mounted 
tank cannon or machineguns are 
already patrolling streets around air¬ 
ports, team hotels and training cen¬ 
tres. 

The first thing arriving players see 
of Mexico are dour, heavily-aimed 


policemen, on the tarmac around 
their aircraft, or marksmen looking 
down the sights of automatic rifles 
from the roofs of airport terminal 
buildings. 

Security is particularly tight 
around the Iraqi team hotel and 
training ground at Toiuca. 70 
kilometres from the capital, where 
all cars approaching the hotel are 
closely examined. 

At some stadiums during the 


tournament there will be one heavily 
armed soldier or policeman, some 
disguised as fans decked out with 
scarves and rosettes, for every 50 
spectators. 

At others, including the majestic 
Aztec Stadium, where the month¬ 
long soccer fiesta begins and ends, 
new devices will be used to detect 
explosives, including plastic bombs 
of the type used in recent months by 
extremist groups in Europe and the 


Middle East. 

At the Toluca Stadium, where 
Iraq will play Paraguay and Belgium 
next month in a group which also 
includes Mexico, there will be 700 
armed soldiers or policemen to 
watch 32,000 spectators. 

Mexican government and security 
officials have said they do not expect 
the tournament to suffer any terror¬ 
ist attacks but want to be 100 per cent 
prepared. (Renter) 


STALIN’S DAUGHTER Svetlana 
Alliluyeva, who returned to the Un¬ 
ited States last month, has indicated 
she could not adjust to life in the 
Soviet Union after 17 years in.the 
West and said she felt sadder than 
ever about the fete of her native 
land. 

“Is it surprising, then, that I have 
come back to the United States?" 
die said in a lengthy interview pub¬ 
lished in The New York Times. 

Alliluyeva, who went into seclu¬ 
sion near Spring Green, Wisconsin 
after returning to the U.S. on April 
16, arranged the interview to explain 
why she went to the Soviet Union 
and to comment on life and die 
political situation there, the news¬ 
paper said. 

Alliluyeva said her interest in 1984 
in going to the Soviet Union, from 
which-she defected in 1967, was “a 
purely human, nonpolitical move”- 
to visit her children and grandchil¬ 
dren. 

Arriving in the Soviet Union with 
her American-born daughter Olga 
Peters, Alliluyeva said they were 
treated in a special way - free hotel 
suite, ebauffeured cars, access to 
better, cheaper food stores. 

“The government suggested 
almost the next day alter we arrived 
that I apply for reinstatement of 
Soviet citizenship and also include 
Olga. In the Soviet Union, you do 
what you are told to do. Your own 
opinions are of no importance. The. 
psychological change was not a 
pleasant one. and it suggested fear. 
Something I had never experienced 
abroad.” 

In addition, visits with her son and 
his family were tense. “My son and 
his new wife were drinking lots of 
vodka whenever we saw them. This 
alarmed me. Conversation was un¬ 
easy. No one was interested in my 
life abroad. No one was relaxed." 

She asked for a news conference in 
the autumn of 1984 “to declare once 
and for aD that ray return to Moscow 
was not a political affair...I still

hoped that relations with my son and 
daughter wonld improve." 

Instead, she found “her words at 
fee Moscow news conference were 
turned into propaganda cliches." 

She said fee wrote several letters 
to Soviet , leader Mikhail Gorbachev 
asking for permission to leave and 
jlIso to relinquish Soviet citizenship. 
“Since fee goal of oor coming to fee 
USSR cannot be achieved mid my 
family rejected us, we see no reason 
to stay and would rather leave." 

She said she never met Gorbachev 
but that the ultimate decision to let 
her out was “obviously made by 
Gorbachev." 

“Looking back ofl it, I think that if 
Gorbachev had been in power in 
1985. they would have thought care- 
fully about letting me back in. Kon¬ 
stantin Chernenko was party Leader 
then. With the old-timers, in just one 
week, they permitted me to return 
and in three days processed our 


Soviet citizenship. I doubt that was a

Commenting on Gorbachev s

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Indifference replaces annoyance over Duvalier exile in French town 


IN A secluded villa on the French 
Riviera the ousted Haitian 
president-for-life Jean-Claude 
Duvalier and his family have settled 
into a quiet life of luxurious exile. 

Initial opposition to their presence 
on the outskirts of this hill-top town, 
located in the centre of the French 
perfume industry, has faded. 

The slide from annoyance to indif¬ 
ference. at, their enforced stay has 
been helped by the end of systematic, 
police checks* on movements near 
the Duvaliers’ villa, still well 
guarded but on a lower key. 

And Duvalier is not the first for¬ 
mer autocratic leader to settle near 
Grasse. The locals have long come to 
accept and ignore ex-president 
Ahmadou Ahidjo of the West Afri¬ 
can stale of Cameroon, living only a 
couple of miles away. 

Duvalier. his family and aides ar¬ 
rived in France on a U.S. Air Force 


transport in February, when it be¬ 
came clear in Port-Au-Prince and 
Washington he could no longer con¬ 
tinue the Duvalier reign in Haiti. 
France gave him one week to find 
somewhere else to go. but no other 
country would accept him, and 
Duvalier made clear he wanted to 
stay in France. 

The week turned into a month in 
.the plush Hotel de L’Abbaye near 
Geneva, which went to court to get 
the government to. move the Duva¬ 
liers elsewhere. 

That turned out to be “La Tourril- 
liere,” a 10-room villa with a swim¬ 
ming pool and two tennis courts on 
five acres on the outskirts of Grasse. 

Duvalier rented it from the Dutch 
owner for three months, nominally 
not renewable and expiring on May 
31. 

Duvaliers French lawyer, Sauveur 
Vaisse, told the Associated Press

that “the best solution for Mr. Duva- 
tier would be to reach agreement 
with the owner to extend die lease on 
fee villa. 

“If not, he will have to rent 
another house or be housed other¬ 
wise. still in the Alpes Mari times, of 
course.” 

The French government has res¬ 
tricted the Duvaliers’ movements to 
the Alpes Mari times Department 
(county), on the Riviera from Can¬ 
nes to the Italian frontier. 

FOURTEEN PEOPLE have moved 
into the villa. Duvalier and his wife 
Michele, their six children, dose 
relatives and aides. 

They were and are guarded by 
four officers of fee National Police 


Intelligence Service, the Renseigne- 
ments Geneiaux, for close protec¬ 
tion, and a squadron of several 
dozen troops of the tough anti-riot 
republic security companies sta¬ 
tioned outside the villa. 

For the first few days, food was 1 
brought in by a local caterer.-then- 
fee Duvaliers hired a leading chef 
from a well-reputed Grasse res¬ 
taurant and two other domestic staff. 

Supplies are bought daily by one 
of the aides who arrived wife fee 
Duvaliers from Talioires. 

In general, said Vaisse, “Jean- 
Claude Duvalier and those dose to 
him are satisfied wife the life they 
are leading in Grasse and have be¬ 
come used to fee inevitable con¬ 
straints. They fill their time by read¬ 


ing, playing tennis and looking after 
their children. 1 ' 

THOSE OCCUPANTS of fee villa 
who are not formally under French 
government movement controls go 
out fairly frequently?- but -Duvalier 
spends fee maj ority of his time at fee 
house. 

Apart from a few sightseeing trips 
by car in fee area, his most notable 
outing has been to dine last month at 
“La Colombe cTOr,” a famous res¬ 
taurant in the artistic village of Saint 
Paul de Veuce, some 30 kilometres 
away. 

He reserved atable for 12 under a 
false name and when he arrived, 
escorted by French police, the res¬ 
taurant staff were somewhat dis¬ 


turbed, being more used to film stars 
and tourists than exiled heads of 
state. ••• •••• ,*• 

Duvalier, now 35, is said to have 
been in poor health since leaving 
Haiti. He has lost considerable 
weight and is said to be suffcrhig 
from nervous strain and worsened 
diabetes. One of the few viators to 
fee villa has been a doctor. He has. 
made twb.caflssmce fee^Duyafien?- 
arrived.. V ~ 

When the Haitian party first ar¬ 
rived, fee city council held, an 
emergency session and pa gsed^a re- 

ernment take all possible steps to get 
Duvalier to leave. 

But no steps have been taken, 
either by the former socialist govern- 
ment or its conservative successor. 

And fee hostility or curiosity of 
the first few days has now become 
indifference. With the Duyafiere

Water waste has ‘Chinese sitting on a time bomb 


DWINDLING WATER supplies 
are threatening to shrivel China’s 
depleted reservoirs, parch its dries 
and throttle industry. Chinese and 
foreign experts say. 

“ Thousands and thousands of 
wells have dried up.” said one fore¬ 
ign expert. 

“There has been an alarming drop 
in groundwater in the northern 
plains, which are really the basis of 
China's agriculture. The drought 
could affect 100 million people.” 

The expert, who asked not to be 
named, told Reuters that China's 
plans to modernize industry could be 


“affected very seriously” within five 
years if the government does not 
enforce stiff conservation laws. 

The government has already 
ordered factories to ration water tins 
summer and says enterprises feat 
exceed quotas face fines of up to 
100,000 yuan ($31,000). 

it has warned that 186 dries faced 
shortages running to 12 million tons 
a day. 

Officials blame the crisis on 
shrinking natural water supply, 
sparse rainfall, poor development of 
resources and overuse and pollution 
by industry.

AT THE beginning of my statement, WHAT OTHER expert testimony 


was there before the commission 
from which the commission could 
conclude, if indeed it so concluded, 
that Bank Mizrahi could by itself 
permanently stop supporting its 
shares without its depositors with¬ 
drawing their deposits, thereby des¬ 
troying the bank and damaging its 
shareholders - the very same share¬ 
holders which the commission wants 
to protect? 

In Section 23.9 of the commis¬ 
sion’s report, the commission made 
a recommendation for the future, 
according to which a director (like 
any other eroptoyee of a bank) who 
does not follow the instructions of 
the board of directors shall be sub¬ 
ject to civil and criminal sanctions. 

The commission itself stressed 
that Bank Mizrahi had discussed the 
support system on a regular basis 
with its board of directors. 

As appears from the minutes of 
the bank's board of directors, until 
1982 not a single director of the bank 
sought the termination of share sup¬ 
port. Only in 19S2, the year in which 
according to all of the witnesses, 
without exception, it was no longer 
possible to terminate share support, 
did one member of the board of 
directors believe it appropriate to 
terminate support. All of die other 
directors, I among them, with all our 
reservations and concerns as to the 
support system, were of the view 
that there was no way we alone could 
terminate support, even though we 
wanted to do so. The commission 
itself stresses, in section 2.28 of the 
report, that the majority of the direc¬ 
tors decided to continue the share 
support system. 

This position of the board of direc¬ 
tors. and I was a full partner in the 
position, did not derive from a posi¬ 
tive attitude towards the support of 
shares, but from knowledge of the 
dangers which unilateral "termina¬ 
tion of support would cause to the 
•bank and its shareholders. 

I IMPLEMENTED this policy and 
those derisions of the directors. I 
accept full responsibility in that re¬ 
gard. and I have already advised the 
commission to that effect. On the 
other band. I should stress that had I 
not implemented the policies and 
decisions of the board of directors, 
then according to the commission's 
recommendation. I should today be 
subject to criminal and civil sanc¬ 
tions for felling to pursue the policies 
of the board of directors and for 
instead following the minority view, 
which in my opinion and that of the 
board of directors would have placed 
the bank in extremely serious dan¬ 
ger. 

It is not my purpose today to 
analysealibfrh'e commission’s re¬ 
port. I am confident that this will be 
done in the future, and it is most 
appropriate that it be done, based on 
the analysis of experts, since the 
future of banking in Israel and the 
fate of the securities markets depend 
on such an analysis. But it is my 


obligation to stress that, except for 
individuals who were involved in 
support of shares in one way or 
another (who were questioned in rhe 
hearings mainly in connection with 
their role in the support system), and 
except for Bino (who was invited by 
the commission to testify as someone 
who was not involved in the support 
of shares), and except for Professor 
Ben-Shahar (who testified on behalf 
of Bank Leumi). the commission did 
not ask. a single expert to testify. 
There was no Israeli or foreign ex¬ 
pert, no expert as to the stock ex¬ 
change. no expert as to capital mar¬ 
kets," no experienced banker or ex¬ 
pen as to banking, no expert from 
Israeli or international companies 
whose business is advice with respect 
to the purchase and sale of secur¬ 
ities. 1 have said what I had to say. 
and I will not add anything to this 
point. 

I would not be severely critical of 
the commission had it fixed a public 
standard, according to which it 
would be appropriate, after an event 
such as the share crisis of 1985. and 
despite the government involvement 
in the reasons for support of shares 
and the continuation of that prac¬ 
tice, and the direct government re¬ 
sponsibility for those reasons and 
causes that brought about the crisis 
and its resolution, that the heads of 
ihe banking system should resign. 

But l cannot proceed without 
commenting on the commission's 
having completely avoided paving 
any attention to the matters I refer¬ 
red to earlier, and the form and the 
manner in which the judgment as to 
the individuals involved was made 
by the commission. 

IN A country such as ours, a person 
who is accused of a crime and is 
convicted by a magistrates court can 
appeal to the district court, as to 
both the question of criminal liability 
and the severity of the punishment. 
Our legal system is premised on the 
possibility' that a judge may have 
made a mistake. Someone whose 
appeal is rejected can appeal again 
to the Supreme Court. Someone 
whose appeal is rejected in the Sup¬ 
reme Court can request that court to 
consider the matter again before a 
panel of five judges. That is the 
approach whether we are dealing 
with a violation of the law, or with 
the reputation of a person and his 
life’s work, or with the right of an 
individual to continue his profession 
(such as an appeal of decisions of the 
Israel Bar or the Auditors 
Council). Above all. and this is an 
everyday matter, one court may de¬ 
cide that another court has erred and 
reverse the decision or reduce the 
punishment. 

It is not my personal fate ths.t 
concerns me so much as it is the 
protection of this principle of the 
right of appeal and clarification be¬ 
fore a further official body, and the 
protection of the rights of the indi¬ 
vidual citizen in a state that has no 
written constitution. These are more 
important than any individual issue

panies, possibly bona fide foreigners 
acting on behalf 6f the bank for 
who-knows-what reason - to help 
bay the bank’s shares, using money 
lent by the bank for that purpose; 
and the arrangement made with 
some private brokers that they could 
sell their Mizrahi shares back to the 
bank at tire previous trading day’s 
prices - something that came in 
mighty useful for those brokers 
when the exchange was closed on 
that fateful day in October 19S3. 

• In response to these charges, Miz- 
rahi-claimed that it did no more than 
other banks had done and there was 
no reason to single them out. Not 
“irregularities” then, just plain old 
breaking and twisting of the laws and 
.directives of the Bank of Israel, the 
same, as all the others. That makes 
sense, and would explain why Meir 
got the same recommendation as all 

• the others - out for Hfe, from every¬ 


thing, everywhere. 

Except Gazit. Meir cannot fathom 
why Gazit got a good mark for being 
in favour of stopping the “regula¬ 
tion” in 1981 while he did not. The 
answer is frighteningly simple. The 
commission accepts what Meir 
quotes all the witnesses as saying; By 
1981 there was no way any single 
h ank could pull out alone. Even 
stopping the operation together 
would have been very dangerous. 

True, Meir supported suggestions 
that all the banks should try and pull 
out together, as Gazit did, and as 
Japbet and Recanati and Eli Cohen 
did not. That is not the point. 

What apparently concerned the 
commission was wbo got each bank 
into the “regulation” swamp in the 
late Seventies, not wbo thought what 
about the whole issue in the early 
Eighties. For the commission, the 
crucial period for the banks was 
1977-79; post-1980 was a different 


ball game. Gazit got off lightly be¬ 
cause he didn’t take over at 
Hapoalim until 1981. He didn’t get 
off completely because he still main¬ 
tained the “regulation”, with all the 
negative features noted above, and 
was responsible for what Hapoalim 
did through October 19S3. That is 
also, by the way. why Ephraim Rein¬ 
er got the same recommendation as 
Japbet, Recanati and Meir- because 
he was the top man in Bank 
Hapoalim from February 1978 until 
April 1981. So much for relative 
guilt, at least the way the Bejski 
Commission saw things. 

AS A spin-off of this moaning about 
being unfairly treated. Meir indulges 
in some pathetic pleading that be 
should be allowed to appeal against 
the “sentence” meted out to him. 
Jap her also referred to this in an 
interview, but at least he had the 
good sense not to make a mountain 


out of a molehill. In the first place, 
everybody knows that everybody 
knows - meaning that Bejski and 
Co. only told us wbar the State 
Comptroller already had told us ab¬ 
out what we all knew long before. 
Each publication made the details 
more danming, but the basic finding 
of “guilty” has been obvious since 
October 6,1983. Wbat Meir wants is 
for some other body to spend still 
more time proving the obvious, giv¬ 
ing him more time to continue in his 
job. That is the last thing that should 
be allowed. AU his talk about “pro¬ 
tection of this principle of the right of 
appeal” is so much eyewash. 

Secondly, the current procedure 
for commissions of inquiry allows 
many opportunities for bringing 
further evidence, witnesses, pleas 
and so forth. The sending of wanting 


that was considered by the commis¬ 
sion. 

Unfortunately, however, accord¬ 
ing to die laws of the State of Israel, 
someone whose matter is being dealt 
with by a commission of inquiry does 
not even have half the rights of 
someone who has violated a traffic 
ordinance. He has no right in the 
first instance to examine witnesses, 
no right to refuse to testify, and no 
right lo be asked questions by his 
lawyer. ‘ 

But most seriously, the individual, 
even if warned by the commission, 
lacks the elementary right of 
appeal against decisions affecting him 
personally. 1 want to stress that if the 
commission of inquiry has made a 
mistake, whether minor or major, 
there is no other legal body which 
can correct or change the commis¬ 
sion’s conclusions or recommenda¬ 
tions. In the case of a commission 
which has tarnished someone’s repu¬ 
tation. even though he did not have 
half of the procedural rights avail¬ 
able to an individual who defends his 
name in court, there is no appeal to 
any court with respect to that deci¬ 
sion. 

This is a major danger to personal 
rights. In my opinion, it inappropri¬ 
ate to establish a commission, and 
not a commission of inquiry, to ex¬ 
amine this matter and to present 
proposals for amendment of the law. 

AFTER 23 years of banking work. I 
accept that ! must resign from my 
position as managing director of the 
bank, but I do not accept the “ex- 
communication” the commission 
has imposed on me. 

I have not come here today to deal 
with personal matters, but rather 
with matters pertaining to United 
Mizrahi Bank Ltd., to which I have 
devoted the best years of my life, in 
order to convert it from a small local 
bank with 12 branches in Israel to a 
banking concern which has 81 bran¬ 
ches in Israel and offices in Europe 
and America and is the owner of 
three mortgage banks (which issue 
40 per cent of all mortgages in 
Israel), a commercial bank, an in¬ 
vestment bank, two investment com¬ 
panies. and an insurance company. 

In 1961 the total assets of the bank 
were $11.476 million; last year its 
consolidated assets were $5,110 bil¬ 
lion. Customers' deposits in the 
bank grew during that period from 
$6.5m. to 52.8b. The bank's capital 
grew from 5855,000 tp 5190m. The 
number of the bank's employees has 
increased from 190 to 1.941. In 1980, 
the bank was included for the first 
time in the list of the largest banks 
compiled by The Banker, appearing 
in 470th place. This year the bank 
was ranked No. 330. This is a 
wonderful bank, with a talented staff 
and a loyal group of customers, and I 
wish it and them much prosperity 
and success! 

I hereby submit to the board of 
directors my resignation from my 
position as managing director of the 
bank. 

letters to persons whom the commis¬ 
sion thinks may be damaged by its 
findings is a key part of this process. 
It is followed by granting persons 
warned the opportunity to examine aO 
documents and testimony they con¬ 
sider relevant, to call and cross- 
examine any witnesses they want, 
and then to appear in person or 
through their lawyers; and state and 
restate their cases, in writing and/or 
verbally. 

In the case of the Bejski Commis¬ 
sion, all the banks waived their right 
to call witnesses, much less to cross- 
examine other witnesses. The bank¬ 
ers submitted their cases in writing 
but did not bother to reappear. 
Why? Because after they had failed 
in their legal gambit to undermine 
the commission, they realized the 
game was up. 

Others behaved differently. Meir 
Heth reappeared and ended up with 
a mild rap, Galia Maor prepared a 
tenacious defence after her wanting

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Defence spending cuts hit aviation concern hard 

Cyclone Aviation faces turbulent times

The ailing Cydone Aviation Pro¬ 
ducts company is Hying to weather 
the recession. 

The company, which is expected 
to post a loss of more than SI million 
on its operations for the fiscal year 
1985 -86, is trimming its activities and 
work-force in order to ride out the 
storm. 

The number of employees has 
been cut from more than 600 to 500 
in the past four months and the firm 
wants to dismiss another 20 full-lime 
workers. 

The problems of Cydone, located 
near Canniel, follow a familiar pat¬ 
tern these days of formerly high¬ 
flying companies that have been 
brought down to earth by foe effects 
of the government’s economic re¬ 
covery programme and budget cuts. 

Cydone, which overhauls and re¬ 
pairs light planes, helicopters and 
aircraft parts - notably rudders, sta¬ 
bilizers and wings-has been hard hit 
by the reduction in the Defence 
Ministry budget. 

The bulk of the Ann's work is done 
for the Israel Air Force, according to 
Gideon Goren, Cyclone's president 
and managing director. 

In 1983-84work performed for the 
Defence Ministry netted the com¬ 
pany $6.8m. This dropped to 


around $5m. last year (1985-86) and 
Goren expects a further cutback of 
about 30 per cent this year. 

“This shrinkage in work orders 
from the Defence Ministry is the 
main reason for streamlining our 
activities and laying off staff,” he 
said. 

Goren noted that salaries com¬ 
prise some two-thirds of the firm’s 
overhead. The company has already 
ait other expenses and now has no 
alternative but to reduce the number 
of employees. 

“Of the 110 people laid off in the 
past four months, 30 were foreign 
workers and the remainder either 
temporary or part-time workers. 
Now, unfortunately, we are having 
to dismiss tenured employees. which 
is always more difficult,” he said. 

Goren cited other reasons for the 
firm's financial problems. Apart 
from the drop in sales, the company 
suffered a 21 per cent erosion in 
income as a direct result of the price 
freeze. 

To compensate for the reduction 
in revenues, the company has, put 
more emphasis on developing and 
expanding its markets abroad. 

In addition to its Defence Ministry 
work, Cydone manufactures aircraft 
parts - including doors, fuselage sec¬ 
tions, fuel tanks and machine parts - 
for all types of planer and helicop¬ 


ters. The bulk of this work is done 
for the American aerospace indus¬ 
try. Cydone also acts as a service 
station for Bell helicopters. 

By building on its expertise and 
existing contacts in this field, the 
firm managed to increase exports 
from S2.5m. in 1983-84 to $S.8m. last 
year. 

However, this increase was offset 
by large-scale outlays in equipment, 
re-training programmes and ex¬ 
panded marketing services, which 
resulted in a loss on foreign opera¬ 
tions. 

Nevertheless, Goren is optimistic 
that the “positive trend” in foreign 
sales wQl continue and exports will 
become profitable in the near future. 

Another factor that has contri¬ 
buted to Cyclone’s financial difficult 
ties was the losses ($400,000 in the 
first half of this year) on its subsidi¬ 
ary company Carcom (Carmiei 
Composites). 

Carcom, which employs 40 peo¬ 
ple, produces structural aircraft 
parts by bonding strong, durable 
fibres. 

Goren pointed out that it was not 
uncommon for a company in its first 
year .of operation, such as Carcom, 
to post a loss. But here again, he was 
optimistic about the future, saying 
he expected the subsidiary to break 
even this year.. 


In addition to its other activities. 
Cydone is also involved in the de¬ 
velopment and manufacture of a 
two-seater, single engine light plane, 
which has required a heavy invest¬ 
ment. 

The project is being supported 
with research-and-development 
grants from the Industry and Trade 
Ministry. 

In addition, the company made a 
rights issue this month, raising 
$500,000, mostly for working capital 
but also for the development of a 
light plane. Etz Lavud utilized its 
rights, maintaining its stake at the 63 
percent level. 

Despite the present financial 
problems, Goren is confident that 
Cyclone, which is 63 per cent owned 
by two Etz Lavud subsidiaries, Etz 
Lavud Advanced Technologies and 
Etz Lavud Industries, can survive 
the recession and come through in 
even better shape. 

He noted that the government had 
agreed to compensate the aircraft 
industries for the income erosion this. 
year, and this coupled with the effi¬ 
ciency measures being taken should 
give the firm a boost. 

“Provided there are no dramatic 
changes, I'm optimistic that we will 
finish the 1986-87 fiscal year on a 
break-even point or possibly a smal^ 
profit,!' he added.

letter, and emerged unscathed. Con¬ 
versely, Eli Cohen had to be hauled 
back to appear before the commis¬ 
sion in January 1986, to have the riot 
act read to him for failing to provide 
the documents and material that bad 
been requested almost one year ear¬ 
lier- and to be told several times that 
the commission didn't believe him or 
his bank. 

To the bankers, this is all evidence 
that the cards were stacked against 
them from the beginning. So, in a 
sense, they were, but not by the 
commission. They had done the job 
themselves, and are continuing 
along the same path of self- 
destruction. 

AND SO back to Aharon Meir. 
Although he dwells on his role in 
1981, he is silent about the events of 
December 1982-March 1983. Not 
surprisingly, because this is what the 
report has ip say about that dramatic 
period: 

(p.46)...“In 1982, the First Inter¬ 
nationa ; Bank made a public share 
offering... the bank is controlled by 
Fibi and Fibi was controlled by 
Danot. In December 1982, a draft 
agreement was drawn up between 
Danot and Mizrahi whereby Danot 
would sell its Fibi shares to Mizrahi 
(who would thereby acquire control 
of First International) for a price of 
$150m. The validity of this agree¬ 
ment was conditional on, among 
other things, Mizrahi's obtaining an 
authorization for a $75m. share 
issue. We will not expand on this 
deal, which was not consummated. 


For our purposes, it is sufficient to 
note that the asset value of the Fibi 
shares that Mizrahi was going to buy 
was vastly less than $150m. The sting 
in this deal was that Mizrahi would 
buy control of Fust International 
(through Fibi) and that a large por¬ 
tion of the price would be paid by the 
public, which was supposed to buy 
the shares, the money for which 
would go to finance the deal. 

“Galia Maor, in her letter of De¬ 
cember 21, 1982, advised allowing 
<the purchase on condition that Miz¬ 
rahi be authorized a share issue of 
SlOOm. Finance Minister Yoram 
Aridor refused to authorize the 
issue, and with that the whole matter 
was dropped." 

Everyone today, including Mizra¬ 
hi, admits that had the deal been 
signed, Mizrahi would have been 
unable to finance it, and might well 
have collapsed under the strain, be¬ 
cause, immediately thereafter, the 
stock market bubble burst. What 
happened to Mizrahi at that time, 
even without the onus of the Fibi 
deal, is described a few pages earlier: 

“At the time when the free (ie 
non-bank) share market crisis was at 
its peak, the selling wave that bad hit 
the three big banks died away and 
from February through April 1983, 
they succeeded in selling part of the 
share inventory they had piled up. 
At that same time, very heavy selling 
pressure developed on Mizrahi 
shares. According to the bank, 
rumours linked the bank with the 
Rieger-Fishman group, whose Ronit 
fond had fallen, as noted, in the 
second half of January 1983. 


BREAKING THE LAW 


“In the wake of this, a massive 
selling wave hit Mizrahi's shares. In 
the first days, the bank reacted by 
absorbing offers with no change in 
price. When the wave of offers didn’t 
stop, the bank adopted the tactic, 
which we have explained previously, 
of responding to offers by raising the 
share price (through use of ‘leader 1 
orders), against the market trend. 
As a result, there was a sharp rise in 
the price of Mizrahi's shares (a 10 
per cent real rise in January 1983 
alone). 

“In January-March 1983, the rise 
totalled more than 20 per cent in real 
terms. Simultaneously, the Mizrahi 
companies which regulated its share 
prices accumulated a huge stock of 
shares worth $90m. This was a very 
weighty sum when compared to the 
bank's means (the h ank ’s equity 
amounted to some SlOOm. at the end 
of 1982. and its inflation-adjusted 
equity at that date was $200m.-odd). 
It may be assumed that, with this, 
the bank readied the limits of its 
capadty.ifnot actually surpassing it. 
From die point of view of Bank 
Mizrahi, this crisis was no less se¬ 
rious than that of October 1983. 
Fortunately for Mizrahi, at that 
point the selling wave dissipated and 
the public began buying its shares 
again. The bank was saved froe? the 
crisis, blit'liquidity problems 
weighed on it for many months 
thereafter." 

MIZRAHI never fully recovered 


from that crisis, before the October 
1983 collapse sank them fully into 
the mire. The rumours linking them 
with Rieger-Fishman were, of 
course, quite true. Mizrahi’s gran¬ 
diose plans, which envisaged making 
its Finance and Trade Bank subsidiary 
into an “English-style merchant 
bank,” went up in smoke because 
that small outfit had been allowed to 
become the home base of the 
Rieger-Fishman outfit. When they 
fell, they not only ripped the heart 
out of Finance and Trade, but almost 
destroyed Mizrahi’as well. 

Who was responsible for all this? 
Who signed the draft with Danot, 
and authorized Rieger-Fishman to 
run the stock exchange in the second 
half of 1982 from inside Bank Mizra¬ 
hi? Who is to blame for the events of 
those months - “regulation'' and 
otherwise? The boss, of course, and 
in Mizrahi there has only been one 
boss since he took over the 
managing-directorship in 1971 - 
Aharon Meir. 

Thus, we come to the real bottom 
line. The man to blame for Mizrahi's 
participation in the “regulation'' 
scandal is, as the commission con¬ 
cluded, the man who brought them 
into it. But why did Meir want to 
play a game so dangerous that, as his 
reluctant and ambivalent attitude to 
k*-all along proves,-he knew he 
should never be in? 

The answer is that Meir is of the 
Levinson/Japhet/Recanati/Cohen/ 
Reiner generation. His thoughts are, 


and always were, centred on being 
bigger, on playing in the big league, 
whether the bank, and indeed the 
whole economy, was suitable for this 
adventure or not. 

When Hapoaiim and then T^nmi 
and then Discount invented the sys¬ 
tem of mani p ul ating their shares - 
and then die whole market and the 
whole economy - Meir was deter¬ 
mined to be in as well. At first he 
tried to tag along. Then he was 
dragged along, until he oouldn't get 
out even though he wanted to and 
knew he ought to. Having built him¬ 
self an entourage of yes-men, and 
bolding the board of aged party 
functionaries under his thumb, he 
was unstoppable. All the while, he 
assiduously promoted the myth of 
Aharon Meir, the super-successful 
h ank manager. 

UNFORTUNATELY, though, the 
opposite is true. Mizrahi never reco¬ 
vered from the events of late 1982 
and early 1983. It has had liquidity 
problems ever since. Hie bank lost 
money in 1983 and lost more from its 
operations in 1984 - when all the 
other “regulation” h anks returned 
to profitability. Mizrahi covered 
these losses only by selling some real 
estate, and eked out a small profit 
last year thanks to a change in the 
accounting rules of bow foreign op¬ 
erations are treated." ; 

The hank’s two genuine profit' 
centres are the New York subsidiary 
and the Tefabot Mortgage Bank. It 
is by no means impossible that their 
success is due to their managers. 


Moshe Kraus and Moshe Mann, 
rather than to Meir. 

The. consolidated balance sheet 
shows that Mizrahi's capital is 
$174m. But against this it has S104m. 
sunk into its own shares that it 
bought in 1983, before the October 
collapse, and $88m. in fixed assets. 
That alone is more than the total, but 
there is a further $177m. invested in 
subsidiaries - such as the two men¬ 
tioned. What this means is that the 
bank operates not with' its own 
money but with borrowed money - 
borrowed, that is. from its deposi¬ 
tors. Vulnerable would be an under¬ 
statement to describe this situation. 

This is Meir's legacy. He went for 
two big adventures, electronics and 
“regulation.” Both of them were 
risky at best, and only possible for 
veiy big banks with very large re¬ 
sources. “Regulation” failed com¬ 
pletely. The idea of making Mizrahi 
one of the most advanced banks in 
the world in terms of its computers 
has fallen due to another cruel real¬ 
ity of the 1980s: The terminal is not 
the solution, it is only as good as the 
man who operates it In Mizrahi, 
more than in any other Israeli bank, 
there is a dearth of solid middle and 
top-management. 

Now that Meir is going, the feet 
that be refused to groom an heir has 
also come out. There is a brutal 
battle going on between his-sub-? 
ordinates over the succession. He 
himself is apparently planning to 
obtain a position that will allow him 
to maintain his influence, even from 
outside the bank. 
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Computers fail 
to make ILA 
more efficient

Computerization of the Israel 
Lands Administration financial re¬ 
cords has failed to improve efficien¬ 
cy, the State Comptroller found. Not 
only did the backlog of outstanding 
debts grow by 18 per cent in 1985. 
but some people leasing lands man¬ 
aged to avoid paying the administra¬ 
tion for as long as seven years. 

Moreover, if procedures for fol¬ 
lowing up and forcing collection of 
outstanding debts do exist, they have 


not been' very effective, the com¬ 
ptroller said. Some IS 11.3 billion is 
owed to the ILA by the general 
public plus another IS 55 billion by 
the Defence Ministry. There is no 
system for reckoning linkage and 
interest on overdue payments, the 
comptroller said. 

In Savyon, a high-priced residen¬ 
tial district outside Tel Aviv, the 
comptroller uncovered a story of 
particularly poor management. 

When the ILA took over the area 
from the Jewish National Fund, it 
was bound by contracts drawn up 
previously between the JNF and a 
land developer. The developer, 
however, managed to have the zon¬ 
ing regulations changed, thus in¬ 
creasing the value of the plots. Yet 
the ILA was unable to benefit from 
this added value. 

The ILA had a legal opportunity 
in 1977 to revalue those plots in the 
area that were still underveloped, 
but it failed to do so, even though it 
had several years to take action. 
Moreover, since 1977, the ILA 
failed to collect rents from either the 
developer or those leasing the plots 
from him. 

In 1980 some 2,000 dunams of 
ILA property were appropriated for 
security reasons in the centre of the 
country. Not only is there no docu¬ 
mentation indicating what criteria 
was used for compensating the peo¬ 
ple formerly occupying this land; the 
comptroller found, but in two cases 
the ILA agreed to pay compensation 
to farmers who had contracts neither 
with it nor anyone else. 

In Nazareth, the ILA decided to- 
build infrastructure for an area of 
210 dunams so that, in the first stage, 
some 221 housing units could be 
built. The ILA, however, took no 
steps to make sure that the work was 
done at the lowest cost. Indeed, the 
comptroller found,/the ILA autho¬ 
rized development work above the 
generally accepted standards, 
although there were doubts that it 
would ever earn back the additional 
outlay required.

Haifa refineries 
violates standards 
on air pollution 

HAIFA.- An investigation of the oil 
refineries here by the Haifa region 
environmental quality unit has unco¬ 
vered more than 100 violations of a 
two-year-old air pollution preven¬ 
tion order issued by the Interior 
Ministry. 

Zvi Forer, director of the unit, 
said that on seven occasions the 
refineries had grossly exceeded the 
national standard for maximum per¬ 
missible carbon dioxide emissions. 

He said the investigation was 
prompted by complaints from area 
residents of bad smells and black 
smoke that had grown especially bad 
last month. An analysis of the air 
showed the refineries were the 
source of the pollution. Forer said. 

He pointed out that the refineries 
had installed equipment designed to 
prevent emissions and had also put 
in tall smokestacks. 

“This shows that there is no 
alternative but to improve the tech¬ 
nology needed to remove the pollu¬ 
tion from the refineries' emissions.” 
he said. 


Lebanese pound 
falls to record low 

BEIRUT (Reuter). - Lebanon's 
pound plunged to a record low 
against the dollar yesterday due to 
disagreement between the central 
bank and the Oil Ministry over oil 
import payments, dealers and bank¬ 
ing sources said. 

The pound dosed at 28.60/28.80, 
more than a pound down on Tues¬ 
day’s dose of 27.35/27.85, after 
opening at 27.65/27.00 The previous 
low of 27.50 was reached earlier this 
year when fighting wrecked a peace 
pact. 

Dealers said the new low was 
caused by conflict between the Oil 
Ministry and the central bank, which 
had not allocated the necessary sums 
to the ministry for oil-import pay¬ 
ments. “Speculation that the central 
bank wants to preserve its foreign 
currency deposits caused big de¬ 
mand for the dollar,” one dealer 
said.

Despite their overall slow growth, 
the top 100 industrial companies 
accounted for sales of S8.4 billion, 
about 40 per cent of the country's 
gross national product.

Donations 
can offer 
tax benefits 

By JEFF BROIDE 

The legal consequences of a gift or 
donation is that the donor divesis 
himself of ownership of the asset 
donated or given. Thus, the donor 
reduces the assets on which he must 
pay the estate duty and income 
taxes. Thai is because the donation 
spreads the assets and income over a 
greater number of taxpayers. 

In Israel, there is no estate duty 
tax nor a gifts' or donations' tax. 
which may be of particular signifi¬ 
cance to non-residents. However, 
the transfer or divesting of own¬ 
ership may make the donor liable for 
a capital gains tax. However, where 
the recipient is the state, local au¬ 
thorities. the Jewish National Fund. 
Keren Hayesod-United Jewish 
Appeal, or other approved public 
institutions the donation is not sub¬ 
ject to the capital gains tax. In addi¬ 
tion, gifts to relatives or others - if 
they have been matte in good faith 
- are not taxable. 

A donation to a public institution 
approved by the Treasury, or to the 
Jewish Agency, the World Zionist 
Organization, the United Israel 
Appeal, or the JNF entitles the 
donor to an income tax credit 
equivalent to 35 per cent of the 
donation. However, it is subject to 
the following terms; 

• The amount of total donations 
by the taxpaver for the vear exceeds 
NIS 55. 

• The tax credit will not be granted 
for donations exceeding the lower of 
25 per cent of the donor's taxable 
income, or NIS 50.000. 

• The amounts - in respect of 
which tax credits are granted for 
donations and investments in re¬ 
search and development - may not 
exceed 45 per cent of the taxpayer's 
taxable income. 

It should be noted that the tax 
credit for donations is granted to 
individuals and corporations. A 30 
per cent tax credit is granted on 
amounts invested in a memorial to a 
relative killen in war.

The Likud faction, which has in¬ 
sisted in the past on debating the 
anti-racism bill at the same time as 
the bill forbidding meetings with 
PLO officials, asked the speaker to 
postpone the scheduled reading of 
the second measure, too. 

In the plenum: Shlomo Hillel in¬ 
formed the House - “with deep 
sorrow” - of Kulas's request to re¬ 
turn the bill to the Law Committee. 
Hillel said that he had no choice but 
to comply. 

Hillel again Tcbttked the govern¬ 
ment for not having kept its prom¬ 


ises, first to request a special session 
of Knesset during the Pessah recess 
to deal with the bill, and then, at the 
cabinet meeting of May 4. that the 
bill would come up at the first meet¬ 
ing of the summer session, i.e.. on 
May 18. 

He said that the failure lo deal 
with the bill yesterday was a blow at 
the image of both the government 
and the House. 

Energy Minister Moshe Shahal 
then charged the Law Committee 
members who had requested a spe¬ 
cial committee meeting with respon¬ 
sibility for the fuilure'of the bill to 
come up yesterday. 

He said that he saw no basis for the 
Orthodox bloc’s apprehension that 
the bill as it stood could be used 
against persons who were carrying 
out traditional Jewish practices. 

The bill as it emerged from the 
committee last February said, in its 
amendment to paragraph 144B(a) of 
the Penal Law: “One who publishes 
incitement to racism, or who pub¬ 
lished something with the object of 
bringing about racism, shall be sub¬ 
ject to five years’ imprisonment.” 

The government's proposed 
amendment would change that to: 
“One who publishes something with 
the object of inciting to racism shall 
be subject to five years' imprison¬ 
ment.”

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Sharon’s tractors roar again 

MUEL SHARON intends to do it again. Now he will set up an 
"industrial zone” over a 600-dunam area of state land between 
lewish Kiryat Arba and the Arab viDage of Bani Nai’m, near 
Hebron. Rock clearing on the hilly terrain is due to start within 
the next few weeks, although the government has not even 
discussed the project let alone approved it. But Sharon, the 
industry and trade minister, is not impressed by.formaiities. 

An interesting project, it may be said, but what useful 
purpose is it designed to serve? The one useful purpose it is 
plainly not designed to serve is that of supplying jobs in industry 
to present or future settlers in Judea. Breadwinners in Kiryat 
Arba, the area's one Jewish township, travel to Jerusalem for 
desk or trade jobs when they do not oversee Arab labour in 
' lewish-owned enterprises at home. But they do not perform 
manual work in low-paying industry. The facility will also not 
lure newcomers to Kiryat Arba to do so. 

There is, of course, nothing intrinsically wrong with creating 
jobs in and around Kiry at Arba for jobless Arabs in and around 
Hebron. The ranks of the unemployed throughout the West 
Bank are now being swefled by thousands of returnees from the 
Gulf states affected by the drop in oil prices. Their numbers 
could not only depress living standards but undermine tranquil¬ 
lity as well. But that, presumably, is not uppermost in Mr. 
Sharon's mind. 

The real purpose of the “industrial zone” is to create still 
another fact-on-the-ground that would help exclude any but the 
Israel sovereignty option for the territories - or, as the 
economics minister. Gad Ya'acobi. has put it, to drive one 
more nail into.the coffin of political settlement with Jordan and 
the Palestinians. 

To Mr. Sharon, $260,000 per dunam in initial investment is 
not too high a price to pay for so noble a cause. For he claims, as 
well, that this is not money denied to other worthy recipients. 
On that point he has been challenged by the head of the labour 
council of Ofakim, a development town in dire straits, and has 
offered no rebuttal. 

But the facts speak for themselves. Most development towns 
can barely keep head above water. In Galilee an Arab majority 
has already formed as jobless Jews See south. The Negev, focus 
of Ben-Gurion's grand vision, is only gathering dust as an area 
of Jewish settlement. The settlements in the Jordan Valley are 
sinking into bankruptcy, and more of them may follow the 
example of Moshav Vered Yeriho which was closed down by its 
members yesterday. 

All these areas, it would seem, are absent from Mr. Sharon's 
list of national priorities. It is Judea and Samaria, full as they 
are of Arabs, that he cares for, and he’s got the funds needed to 
make them ever more Jewish, however slightly, so to hell with 
budgetary belt tightening. He’s got the land, too, since any 
land in the territories declared to be the state's is by definition 
Israel's. Since, moreover, the “industrial zone” he contem¬ 
plates is not conceived as a settlement, strictly speaking, the 
constraints on settlement included in the coalition agreement 
need not apply to it. Or so he has decided. 

If Sharon feels he can take such liberties while Shimon Peres 
is still premier, it is plain what he will do when Yitzhak Shamir 
gets the post. 

Capitalism deluxe style 

RAPHAEL RECAN ATT, the chairman of Israel Discount 
Bank, now stands alone in open and total defiance of the Bejski 
commission's recommendation that he resign. 

That recommendation may not have the legal force of a court 
sentence, but it has all of its moral force. By refusing to heed it, 
Mr. Recanati challenges not only the unwritten norms of 
proper business conduct and accountability which the Bejski 
Commission reaffirmed. He defies the overwhelming weight of 
public opinion, the consensus of the Knesset State Control 
Committee, and the rules of common decency. 

Mr. Recanati bases his defiance on the sanctity of private 
property and the claim that a private bank's management is 
accountable only to its shareholders. That argument has been 
rejected by the commission itself as well as by the Supreme 
Court. 

The fact is that 85 per cent of his bank's shares are held by the 
public only because the government has underwritten them 
and, when the time for their redemption comes in 1987-89, a 
large proportion of them may in any case be dumped in the 
government’s lap. The Discount Bank is therefore virtually 
government-owned: it is “private” only on the government’s 
surrerance. 

But even if it was not, that would still not help Mr. Recanati. 
For the right to private profit from private property entails 
responsibility for private losses. If Mr. Recanati and his family 
had to bear their bank's losses, by forgoing the government’s 
bailout under the “bank share arrangement'’ of October 1983, 
it would have been the end of the bank and of him as banker - a 
result far harsher than what the Bejski Commission recom¬ 
mended. 

The shamelessness of Mr. Recanati's defiance is his alone. 
Unfortunately, his perverse interpretation of what the rights of 
. private property entail is not. It has been endorsed by Liberal 
cabinet ministers who have rallied to his support. In the case of 
Justice Minister Yitzhak Moda'i and Finance Minister Moshe 
Nissim the support is at least hesitant and qualified. Not so in 
the case of Science and Technology Minister Gideon Patt, who 
| is not much given to understatement. He has carried his 
defence of Mr. Recanati's cause to the point of insult and 
insolence with an attempt to disqualify the Bejski commission 
and its report in toto. 

The Knesset Control Committee is irate and has threatened 
to introduce legislation to force compliance with the Bejski 
recommendations. Rightly so: if necessary - as it now seems to 
be - Mr. Recanati should be forced out by law. So should the 
other bankers who have so far only complied with parts of the 
Bejski recommendations.

Second thoughts on the Bejski Commission 


Blow to independence 


THE BEJSKI Commission on the 
“regulation'* of bank shares has 
been subject to little public criticism, 
except from those. Effected directly 
by its findings and recommenda¬ 
tions. 

The near unanimity of public sup¬ 
port it has enjoyed should itself 
cause second thoughts, is it the other < 
side of the coin to the general apathy 
which reigned with regard to market 
manipulation while bank stocks 
were riding high? 

In time, convulsive internal divi¬ 
sions may prove less dangerous to 
the future of Israel than uncritical 
consensus. In and out.of govern¬ 
ment, our minds exhibit at times a 
pronounced herd instinct. 

The governor of the Bank of Israel 
and the bank managers deserve little 
sympathy. Few will quarrel with the 
determination of the commission 
that the absence of personal respon¬ 
sibility is no less serious than the 
bank stock crisis itself. But at what 
cost to other public interests has the 
achievement of the Bejski Commis¬ 
sion been won? 

One obvious victim has been the 
independence of the Bank of Israel. 
This is no small matter. The inde¬ 
pendent status of the governor of the 
central bank has always been re¬ 
garded as an important safeguard, if 
it is to properly perform the function 
for which it was created. In terms of 
independence the governor of the 
Bank of Israel is often bracketed 
with the attorney-general, only a 
step below the independent status of 
the judiciary. 

The Bejski Commission separates 
the two. The distinction comes out as 
dearly in the style of the commis¬ 
sion's report as in its substantive 
content. Despite the independence 
-of the governor, the Commission 
gives him an express directive to act, 
which the government itself would 
be powerless to do. If the bank 


SIX DECADES of cultural importa¬ 
tion have dominated the architectu¬ 
ral scene in this country. In that 
time, few architectural movements 
have been initially developed on 
Israeli soil. From the 1920s onward it 
was the Bauhaus and International 
Style that held the centre stage here. 
Both movements, the product of 
Gropius's anti-historical' attitudes, 
fitted in perfectly with the tradition- 
free and secular society being built 
first by immigrants and later by 
native-born Israelis. Architectural 
assimilation has been the pattern 
ever since. 

But whereas before great efforts 
always were expended to adapt the 
imported forms to the rigors of the 
Israeli physical setting, today in too 
many cases the imports are being 
swallowed whole, importation itself 
often becoming the goal. Haifa's 
new Hanevi'im Tower commercial 
and office complex, boasting an 
Italian-made curtain wall, is based 
on European cold-climate models. 
Skin-deep versions of American 
Post-Modern architecture are pop- 
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managers do not resign and are not. 
discharged by the bank directorates, 
says the recommendation, “We re¬ 
commend that the governor of the 
Bank of Israel in office ax that time, 
will exercise without delay his pow¬ 
ers... and will appoint an authorized 
manager who will manage the 
bank.” 

The recommendations of the com¬ 
mission are binding on the govern¬ 
ment unless it finds them unreason¬ 
able. Here the recommendation is 
directing the governor to take action 
which the government could not 
direct him to take. 

Is this recommendation binding 
on 1 the governor? And tf so, is he 
required to reach the same conclu¬ 
sion, acting in his quasi-judicial 
capacity, that the commission 
reached? If so, what has become of 
the independent authority and judg¬ 
ment of the governor? 

COMPARE THIS to the way the 
Commission dealt with the attorney- 
general. In the introductory section 
to its findings and recommenda¬ 
tions, the commission flatly states 
that the banks and their managers 
violated a number of laws. 

In its recommendations, this is 
slightly toned down to prima fade 
violations, after which the commis¬ 
sion continues: “It appears to us 
desirable that the attorney-general 
examine those facts included in the 
report that indicate prima facie 
violation of law by individuals or by 
associations and decide if appropri¬ 
ate measures should be taken in this 
matter.” 

What are the appropriate mea¬ 
sures for the governor to take, the 
commission apparently has taken 
upon itself to decide. But in dealing 


with the attorney-general they “re- : 
commend” and suggest certain ac¬ 
tions that “appears to us desirable.” 

The general rule is that the gov¬ 
ernment cannot give directions to a 
competent authority, one charge by 

law with the power to make a specific 

determination. Professor Rubin¬ 
stein states in his authoritative Con¬ 
stitutional Law of the State of Israel 
(2nd edition): “ This rule should 
hold only when the nature of the 
office and the status of the incum¬ 
bent give grounds forthe assumption 
that foe legislator intended to giant 
the official authority that is special, 
independent, and separate from the 
hierarchy of government service, as 
in the case of the attorney-general or 
the governor of the Bank of Israel.” 
In Ids third edition, Rubinstein can 
delete the governor. 

The present governor, Moshe 
Mandelbaum, has a personal prob¬ 
lem, of course, but it becomes a 
problem of the independence of the 
institution he heads. The commis¬ 
sion recommends that he quit. If he 
refuses, then it recommends that he 
be discharged, according to the proc¬ 
edure provided by law, which was 
designed to protect his independ¬ 
ence. If the law is inadequate to 
bring about his dismissal, then the 
commission recommends that the 
law be changed. 

This is also the pattern with regard 
to the bank managers. The law gives 
the governor authority to suspend 
the managers for a period of only 
three months. Therefore the Com¬ 
mission recommends that the law be 
changed to make the suspension un¬ 
limited and to extend it to lower 
echelons of management. 
CHANGING THE LAW, retroac¬ 
tively, with punitive intent smacks of 
methods employed by regimes with 
which we do not like to be com¬ 
pared: 

Again, are these recommends- 
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tions of a punitive nature also bind¬ 
ing on the government, according to 
the attorney-general's legal opinion 
after the Kahan Commission report? 
Must the government initiate the 
legislative action that the commis¬ 
sion recommends? 

The same question is relevant with 
regard to the policy recommenda¬ 
tions of the Bejski Commission, such 
as the separation of commercial 
banking and investment banking and 
the prohibition on the commercial 
banks to manage mutual funds or 
providential funds. These recom¬ 
mendations make good sense, in the 
light of the abuse by the banks of 
their duties, as detailed in the Com¬ 
mission's report. 

But certainly these are basic Ques¬ 
tions of policy, to be determined by

ping up ail over Israel. 

Forever looking outward, envious 
of wbat was bemg done abroad, 
Israeli architects have had little time 
to develop a theoretical and philo¬ 
sophical foundation of their own. 
Presently, with the clear-cut func¬ 
tionalist guidelines of the modem 
movement crumbling about them, 
they hardly know what to place in its 
stead. 

IS IT still possible in our time, a time 
of ever-increasing cross-cultural in¬ 
fluences, to consider the formation 
and development of a distinct 
architecture all our own? Just 25 
years ago, it was still thought that it 
was. Many believed that Alfred 
Neumann, one of the very few ever 
to take up the challenge, was leading 
the way. But his morphological ex¬ 
periments towards the creation of a 
new architectural climate, often 
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flawed by preconceived geometries, 
were in the main justified by 
pragmatic concerns alone. 

Significant architectural form has 
as much to do with culture as it does 
with specific clima tic and material 
conditions. Any hope we might have" 
of developing a worthy national 
architecture therefore would depend 
on the inclusion of our own Jewish 
culture, precisely that which 
Neumann, along with most others, 
omitted from his wq^k. Why has this 
path of returning to our Jewish 
sources been so little investigated? 

It might fairly be said that die 
notion of an Israeli architecture in¬ 
corporating Jewish culture has al¬ 
ways been rejected. Zionist-Socialist

I was asked to lodge a complaint 
on behalf of people who were shock-, 
ed by these arrangements, but who 
participated reluctantly, although a 
number of people including me re¬ 
frained from participating. 

If we don't show respect to our 
dead, how can we expect others to

Jerusalem. 
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Ms. Yeni Asbet in memory of her 
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ideology from the outset precluded 
any reliance on religious or even 
Diaspora sources. Thus constrained, 
the resulting architecture of that im¬ 
portant early period, “The Oriental 
Style,” could be merely picturesque. 
Intended to be “biblical looking.” it 
could not possibly give expression to 
the Jewish people's return to their 
homeland after centuries of disper¬ 
sion. 

The Oriental Style's rare attempt 
at a modem “Jewish" architecture 
had in part stumbled over the lack of 
historic architectural sources. Histo¬ 
rians agree that ancient Jewish 
architecture was but a hybrid qf 
Egyptian and Mesopotamian influ¬ 
ences. Diaspora sources would have 
similarly been to no avail even, had 
’ their use been permitted. The 
architecture of die Jews of the Di¬ 
aspora , die expression of an historic 
minority, mostly imitated local 
building form. Jewish architecture 
[ 'through the ages appears to have 
been all but non-existent. Can this 
important obstacle be overcome? 

ANY TRUE Israeli architecture 
would have to reflect Israeli society’s 
central attitudes and goals, those 
which unify us as a people, as a 
nation. It would give expression to 
our Jewish identity, our Jewish 
values.To these values architects 
must turn. Needless to say, the diffi¬ 
cult task of frilly integrating Jewish 
value content into the complex and 
pragmatic discipline which is 
architecture still remains. Though 
there have been several great mod¬ 
em architects of Jewish extraction, 
few attempted to absorb into their 
work Jewish values as primary mate¬ 
rial. More than anyone else, it was 
poet-philosopher-teacher-architect 
Louis I. Kahn who may have suc¬ 
ceeded in doing so. 

Historian Vincent Scully of Yale 
compared Kahn to the Americans 
Richardson and Wright. English 
architect Peter Smithson recognized 
in him a European sensibility. 
Though like every great artist be 


the government, as democratically 
chosen. They are not judicial ques¬ 
tions. Nor are the recommendations 
of the commission the only reason¬ 
able response to the problems on 
which the commission's report 
dwells. 

The commission's recommenda¬ 
tions are certainly deserving of care¬ 
ful consideration. But with all due 
respect to the exhalted status of a 
judicial commission of inquiry, an 
assumption that the commission's 
policy recommendations are. if not 
sacred writ, at least the product of an 
institution that stands above the 
ordinary political processes would 
cake us far down the road to govern¬ 
ment by commission.

belongs to the world, I believe that 
first and foremost Louis Kahn was a 
Jew. Kahn's architecture of the Six¬ 
ties and Seventies, Albeit based on 
many and diverse historic formal 
sources from Italy, Egypt and else¬ 
where, was formed by a Jewish way 
of looking at the world. It was this, 
combined with his formidable crea¬ 
tive powers, that enabled him to 
transform all. More than the arti- 
cultural vocabulary he developed, 
which was but the outcome of his 
philosophy, it is his manner of 
thought, Jewish in origin, that we 
should most benefit by. 

Calling his works “offerings.” 
Kahn chose to remember that we are 
created before we ourselves can cre¬ 
ate. He redefined fight as “the giver 
of all presence.” Working at the 
edge of available technologies, he 
sought only to transcend them. An 
almost rabbinical questioning atti¬ 
tude reflected his determined rejec¬ 
tion of dogma. Realizing that in our 
day nothing can be' more irrational 
than rationalism, he tested the limits 
of reason and reached beyond. 
Kahn's lifelong search for unity and 
order corresponded to the deepest 
strains in Jewish thought in his 
project for the Memorial to the Six 
Million, be conceived of a transpa¬ 
rent modest monument. In Califor¬ 
nia his programme for the Salk Cen¬ 
tre for Biological Studies called for 
spaces to satisfy not only the needs of 
"Body and Mind” but also of “Socie¬ 
ty" and "Spirit.” 

An Israeli architecture responsive 
to our particular climate and exploit¬ 
ing native materials remains an ob¬ 
vious necessity as it always was. In 
this regard, there is still much to be 
learned from the local indigenous 
and regional architecture. Advan¬ 
taging themselves of the latest tech¬ 
nological means, architects would 
keep those means subservient to 
human purpose. Benefiting by 
Kahn’s example, we may yet be able 
to establish a new pluralistic 
architecture as is appropriate to our 
time, oue which is unified by the 
philosophical foundations of Jewish 
culture, the only culture we can with 
certainty call our own.
